London, June 9.—Britain and the United States 
tonight announced their acceptance of the six-power 
London agreement on Germany, while the French 
Foreign Minister, M. Georges Bidault, was fighting 
for the life of his Government in defence of the plan. 

M. Bidault won his first victory tonight when the Na- 
tional Assembly’s Foreign Affairs Commission approved 
the plan by a one-vote majority. The narrow vote, also a 
motion of confidence in the administration, came after tho

Mr Marshall recognised as “caslly 
understandable” the French fears

The symptoms of this 
are ilioep which developed in ser- 
vicemen during combat or in airmen 
after prolonged aeroplane Nights. 
In bis so-called mental. fatigue 
“ayndrome there are changes in the 
personality, The condition. often 
develops In persons who have a 
st-ong, nervous make-up and who, 
consequently, may hnve been given 
extra responsibilities. The patients 
complain of a variety of physical 
disturbances, such O8 vague pains 
In various parts of the body, hehd- 
ache, and fatigue. But despite their 
complaints they resent sympathy 
and attention. They often try to bo 

alone. 

Asa rule, the symptoms arc worse 
in the morning, while the patient 
ferls better in the early afternoon, 
“These patlents-are not worrled about 
themselves, but they are restless, 
ferltable, and unable to concentrate. 
Frequently, they are depressed. Most 


of them will recover completely when:

NEW YORK, May 26. 
NCE, 60 years ago in 
() america there was a 
jukebox. Taller than o 
man, made of brilliant painted 
wood and shiny  steel,-and de- 
corated with coloured lights, it 
was an automatic gramophone, 
which played a record every 
time . someone. put a_ nickel 
(threepence) in the slot. People 

flocked to, hear it play. 


Soon there were other juke- 
boxes. Nearly four hundred 
thousand of them in’fact; one 
or more to every three hundred 
and fifty people in the country. 
They blared hit tunes in the res- 
taurants, and in tho _ bars, 
and at the corner drug-stores; 
the stream of \ nickels never 
stopped. 


__Now television _has_challenged _ 


the ‘jukebox—free television; 
and the jukebox boom has 
broken. . 


Of 286,000 television sets now - 


in use in the United States, 
neerly a quarter are in public 
places. In New York cafes and 
bars there are already 10,000 of 
them, compared with 380,000 
jukeboxes, and television is only 
in its infancy. 


. 91'S FREE. - 


[NSTEAD of putting a nickel 

in the jukebox ‘slot, customers 
now enjoy'a free look at sports 
events or. other televised high- 
spot while they sip their beer 
or milk, or eat their sandwich. 
Against this completion, juke 
“off.” s 

“You see,” one of them told 
me, “while there is . nothing 
cultural about the jukebox, — it 
certainly was profitable.” 

He was right. Before tele- 


vision came the people of 
America were feeding 960,000,- 
000 nickels (£12,000,000) o year 
into the jukeboxes. Yet the 
biggest costs only £250. : 


The jukebox is bought by an 


“operator” who presundes a cafe or - 


bar owner to permit him to 


install it fee, The inducement is 
the absence of any outlay or main- 
tenance costs for the site owner 
who stands at the same time to 
make a good portion of her rent 
from the machine. 


New York’s jukeboxes carn about 
£36 n week cach, Of this the 
operat: gets about two-thirds and 
out of it he buys new ‘records at 
2s; 3d. ench. ‘(The average = retall 
price of records here is 3s. 9d.). 
Each record lasts for 200 _playings 
or more, carning at least 27s. Od. | 
over Its purchase price, Each juke- 
box. holds 12° to 24 records. 


As the reed@‘ds become worn they 
are transferred to less busy locations 
on the operator's “route” of about 
30 ‘machines. When they are useful 
no more he sells them to a second- 
hand five shillings, cach. 


“NEAR PANIC _ 


ISCOUNTING the wages of his 
assistant (if he has one) the 
weekly cost to an operator of 
servicing .his jukeboxes is about 
five shillings cach. 


“““With television jcopardising this |~ 


money-making proposition | you 
can't wonder at the near panic In 
fhe business,” one manufaturer’s 
ogent told me. “But we were duc 
for a depression. The teen-agers 
don't use ‘the boxes much, except in 
Hollywood films; they haven't got 
the money. There's less money 
about oll round.” 


Laughing - uncaslly he added: 
“Of course, it's only ao temporary 
setback. When the novelty of 
television wears. off. people will 
return to the jukeboxes, Mean- 
while we won't make as mony 
new ones as before. We used to 
sell a thousand new = and second- 
hand machines o year. Now we'll 
concentrate on second-hand ones. 
It all cuts costs.” .

A British spokesman sald that the 
Britisty authorities did not consider 
the reply satisfactory. 

Dratvin rejected the British re- 
quest on the ground that the 
Russians have been using the build~- 
ing since May 1945, or before tho 
British troops were in Berlin. He 
sold that a building or the finding of 
a new brondcasting house for the 
Soviet Zone would take three to 
five yenrs, and the Russians could 
never agree to that. 

Dratvin’s letter, addressed to the 
British Deputy Chief of Staff, Maj- 
Gencral V. J. E. Westropp, said that

Washington, 


June 9.—A high official source 


today said that the United States Government was 
‘yiearing a decision on whether to attempt the estab- 
lishment of a commercial forcign exchange rate for 
the Japanese yen within the near future or to delay 


action again. 


The sources said it was hoped 
n -decision could be reached 
amongst all Departments by 
July 1. Ho added that if the 
decision should be in favour of 
establishing such a rate, then 
probably something would be 
done during July. : 

He emphasised, however, that no’ 
firm prediction should be made. 

Onc of the questions under 
consideration, He said, was whether 
an exchange rate could be establish- 
ed without underwriting it with 
some United States Government 
funds. He thought that prospects 
appeared poor that some or ail of 
the  US$160,000,000 for Japanese 
domestic. rehabilitation, which the 

‘ouse Committee had deleted from 
the foreign aid bill, would be re- 
stored by the Senate with House 
concurrence. 

Another source sald, however, 
that the ‘consensus of numerous 
alficials’ opinion here appears to. be 
that nn exchange rate could be 
established without this sort of 
underwriting by Congress. How-_ 
ever, he added, it would have to be 
limited with restrictions on authori- 
sations and amounts. : 
~ Final recommendations: from the 
mission on exchange wero expected 
shortly, he added, and it was quite 
possible the final decision would 
be taken here within a fortnight—

Brussels, June 0.—The Belgian 
Premier, Mr Paul Henri Spank, and 
the Foreign Trade: Minister, Baron 
Van Der Straten Wailict, today dis- 
cussed implementation of Belgium's 
peace treaty with ‘Italy and the 
reparations tnvolved.

A Belgian Parliamentary Commis- 
sion reported that the Treasury's 
reparations claims on Italy amount~ 
ed to 60 million Belglon francs. 

Damage to Belgian property + in 
Italy -was- estimated - at -510-- million 
francs. Two-thirds of this Is to be 
repaid by Italy. so 

Italy has to repay the Belgian 
Congo approximately $60 million 
for “war expenditures." The Com- 
mission's Chairman,. Mr Ludovic 
Moyersden, noted that other coun- 
trices had renounced clalms on Italy 
and added that “if Belgium was to 
follow their example, it would be 
unquestionably a great sacrifice 
justified by Italy's critical situation 
and would be an important con- 
tribution to the re-establishment of 
friendly relations between the two 
countries.—Reuter.

He added there was "o fifty-fifty | 
possibility of his coming’—he might 
come in July or it might be in 
October, . 

He sald. he would not be surprised 
‘df the whole of. the invading forces 
in Kashmir were not cleared from 
the territory within 30 days." 

“We seck no war," ho said, “We 
seck only to defend our territory. 
There is no government in the world 
which desircs, more thon the 
Government of India, « peaceful 
settlement of. all problems. 

“Kashmir’s main trouble at the 
moment Is economic, but we believe 
it- ts only a passing phase. Tourists, 
who mean so much to Kashmir, 
can now go there with safety. _ 

“The futuro of Kashmir must be 
décided by the people of Kashmir. 
‘What we object to is the inter- 
ference with the’ sovereignty of the 
territory.” +. " woos 

NO IMPOSITIONS. 

On the question of n plebliseclte in 
Kashmir, Mr Menon sald: “You 
cannot take:a plebiscite in a coun- 
try which has invading troops in 
it. We have every confidence In 
our armed forces and in the poli- 
tical leadership in Kashmir, 

“There are no impositions from 
India on Kashmir. In fact, we have 
no officers and not even advisers 
there. The full administration of 
‘Kashmir is in :the hands. of tho 
Kashmiris...‘ 

“We are prepared, rightly or 
wrongly, to» have~the--accession- of 
Kashmir ratified by the will of tho 


people. 

“It is the same with Hyderabad. 
Accession will. be decided by the 
people themselves. If Hyderabad 
were an , independent , state, how 
would she provide for hen defence 
and her communications? 

“There 1s no future for Hyderabad 
except in association with the Indian 
Union. Stories of a Government 
economic blockade of Hyderabad are 
completely unfounded.” 

FRENCH COLONIES . 

Discussing, the posit{on of French 
colonies in India, Mr Menon sald 
he was sure the question would be 
solved by friendly consultation. lic 
commented;’ “Tha .French have 
nelther the means nor the desire to 
maintain anything by force.
